STRONGLY PROGRESSIVE 


Sierra Madre voted overwhelmingly 
Progressive on Tuesday. Besides ex- 
pressing a preferenee for practically 
tlie entire Progressive party tlckeit 
the voters spoke for a new deal and 
candidates of progressive type in coun¬ 
ty offices, including Wool nine for 
district attorney, Hamilton for Su¬ 
pervisor and Cline for sheriff. 

With a total vote of 580, the elec¬ 
tion officers were kept busy through¬ 
out the day on Tuesday and only 
finished the count at six o’clock Thurs¬ 
day morn ng. The necessity for di¬ 
vision of the precinct was seen long 
before the election, but too late to 
make the change legally. 

Big Job; Small Pay 
The election officers were on duty 
for 48 hours straight. After the 
counting was begun they worked in 
relays, taking their rest and refresh¬ 
ment when driven by necessity. For 
the equivalent of a week's work they 
will receive the in inifieent sum of ten 
dollars each. Had the proposed e giit 
hour law been In effect it would have 
been a week before the count could 
have been completed by the single 
shift. 

Election day was quiet In spite of 
the heavy vote and other evidences 
of Intense interest. Comparatively 
little electioneering was done. Con¬ 
siderable work was done to get out 
the "wet" vote, and late in the day 
some work was done at rounding up 
Progressives and "dry" voters.

Universal surprise was expressed at 
Ihe large vote on the initiative and 
referendum propositions and constitu¬ 
tional amendments. V\ itli 48 propo¬ 
sitions to consider the average voter j 
might well have been bewildered.

A resolution to 
that effect prepared by Trustee Dietz 
was then read and adopted. Mrs. 
Wright was insistent that the whole 
matter should he cleared up at once. 
"We don’t want to have to come down 
here and watch you men at every meet¬ 
ing nor to hire detectives to see that 
you don't call a secret special meeting 
and try to put something over,” she 
said. 

There was much other heated talk, of 
a more or less scattering character, 
most of the discussion being between 
tht trustees. Mrs. Wright, Mr. Moote 
and Mr. Montgomery Occasional 
voices from the male section chimed in, 
j but the owners apparently preferred 
to tie heard rather than seen. Trus¬ 
tee Dietz seemed to be the particular 
target of some of the audience and 
among others J. H. Wright arose to 
remark that he was going to recall 
Mr. Dietz.

LABOR’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

I believe iu workmen's com¬ 
pensation. I believe in the eight 
hour day for men iu continuous 
industries and for women and 
children everywhere and even¬ 
tually for all workers in all In¬ 
dustries. I believe in social in¬ 
surance. I believe in minimum 
wage legislation for those indus¬ 
tries in which labor Is not itself 
in a position to enforce fair liv¬ 
ing conditions. I believe In un¬ 
ions. I believe that labor or¬ 
ganizations have been one of the 
greatest factors in improving the 
material and moral conditions of 
the wage enrner and in raising 
the standard of Industrial citi¬ 
zenship. The union Is as neces¬ 
sary an outgrowth-of our mod¬ 
ern industrial system as is the 
corporation. The wise and far¬ 
sighted employer will recognize 
this fact. He will appreciate that 
the men In the employ of a great 
corporation have the right of 
collective bargaining. 

But,tiie union must accept the 
responsibility thnt comes with 
power. It must recognize its 
obligation to the Industry and to 
the community as a whole. It 
must be judged by its conduct 
precisely as a corporation is 
judged by its conduct. It must 
do its utmost to promote the 
efficiency of its members, for un 
less the business is increasingly 
productive there will be no suf 
fleient reward for anybody, no 
profit to the shareholders, no ad¬ 
equate wage for the working¬ 
man, no proper service to the 
public.—Theodore Roosevelt.
